Naval Air Expansion in U. S. Defense 
Program Urged in Report to Swanson 


WASHINGTON Nov. 25 (UP).— 
Secretary of Navy Swanson received

rapid expansion of the naval air 
force lest the United States fall be- 
hind other nations in air defense. 

In his annual report, Rear Ad- 
miral A. B. Cook, chief of the Bu- 
reau, suggested construction of more 
shore stations and the purchase of 
the dest aircraft to hasten President 
Roosevelt’s $1,000,000,000 naval ex- 
pansion program. 

He emphasized the need of shore 
stations on the Atlantic Coast, but 
specifically recommended improve- 
ments and development of air facili- 
ties on the Pacific Coast. 

Cook’s recommendations were: 


1. Actively pursue development of 
shore stations and facilities in 
keeping with present and in antic- 
ipation of the increased require- 
ments of the fleet as a consequence 
of the naval expansion program. 

2. Provide an adequate number of 
suitable tenders for patrol planes. 

3. Develop the naval air station, 
Alameda, Calif., as rapidly as pos- 
sible. He also recommended ex- 
pansion of air facilities at Seattle, 
Washington. 

4. Provide new aircraft of best 
possible performance in sufficient 
numbers to replace obsolescent 
models and those lost in crashes.

Against the Hitler program and methods 
of Premier Edouard Daladier, the working 
class of France has rallied its forces in deter- 
mined struggle. 


The French ally of Chamberlain, accom- 
plice of Hitler and Mussolini, is venting his 
wrath against the toilers of France because 
they will not submit to the chains of fascist- 
like decrees and the destruction of their liber- 
ties.

The working class of France, the steel 
backbone of the anti-fascist forces, has dem- 
onstrated to the world its magnificent resist- 
ance to the Daladier fascist-inspired plans. 


The C.G.T. (General Confederation of La- 
bor) has unanimously voted for a general 
protest strike on Wednesday, with every 
union adhering to it supporting this decision. 

And this resolution of French labor merits 
the immediate encouragement and backing of 
the progressive people of the United States. 


Here in the United States—as through- 
out the world—we must never lose sight of 
the fact that the battle against fascism in 


France is the struggle of the toilers and 


77 vers of liberty everywhere. A successful 
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istance of the French workers and all anti- 
fascists to Daladier's desperate measures will 
be a blow to Hitler and to his British Tory 
agent, Chamberlain, as well.

The Mayor should receive the widest back- 
ing in placing this crucial question before 
Governor Lehman and the State Legislature, 
where it belongs. The Workers Alliance 
(whose statement appears elsewhere in this 
issue) is doing a service to the community 
and to the taxpayers by rallying support be- 
hind the Mayor’s stand, 

Meantime, trade unions, civic groups, and 
progressives throughout the community 
should write to President Roosevelt urging 
him to exercise his powers under the 1938 
Relief Act to limit present funds until Janu- 
ary 31. Deficiencies could be made up by an 
emergency appropriation at the forthcoming 
January Congress. Letters to Congressmen 
—particularly to the Tory Republican who 
made all sorts of wild demagogic promises to 
get into office—is the need of the hour. 

Full reinstatement should be made of all 
workers thus far discharged, and a complete 
halt to any further dismissals. Mr. Lasser, 
of the Workers Alliance, expressed the over- 
whelming sentiment of thé’ American people 
when he stated that no person who cannot 
find employment in private industry should 
be discharged from WPA. That is the prin- 
ciple which prevents human suffering and 
leads toward speedy recovery. 


The Pastoral Letter 


And Democracy 


The pastoral letter of Dennis Cardinal 
Dougherty, Archbishops and Bishops to the 
Catholics of the United States, seems to place 
the Catholic Church on record in defense of 
American democracy. It is a highly im- 
portant contribution to the struggle for de- 
mocracy in this countrv. 


As authority, the letter quotes the pon- 
tifical letter of Pope Pius XI and outlines a 
plan for devoting Catholic educationai re- 
sources to training youth in the principles 
of democracy and citizenship. 


Millions of Catholics in the United States 
have been horrified at the barbarous on- 
slaughts by fascism abroad. They have been 
sorely troubled at the fascist menace to dem- 
ocratic institutions in America. In recent 
months, hundreds of thousands of these 
Catholics have enrolled in the CIO, the Amer- 
ican Labor Party and in other organizations 


that have the protection of democracy as the 


very core of their programs. 


In view of the experiences of Catholics 
here in America and of the Church through- 
out the world, it would appear that the pas- 


toral letter calls for serious opposition to fas- 


cism as it endangers the foundations of Amer- 
ican democracy both from within and with- 
out. 


In this, the Church is taking a justifiable 
stand in the interests of religious freedom 
and of its own rights. For it is known his- 
tory how in Italy, for example, the concordat 
between the Church and the government has 
been systematically violated under fascist 
rule. The last shreds of the agreement be- 
tween the Church and the government of 
Germany were destroyed by the bricks hurled 
by Nazis into the Cathedral where Cardinal 
Faulhaber was preaching. In Austria, the 
Nazis spat upon the concordat and did bodily 
violence to the person of Cardinal Innitzer. 


Meanwhile the Church has seen the Fas- 
cists violate the doctrines of the Church with: 
vile racial theories which the Pope has con- 
demned as a true form of apostasy.” Every- 
where the fascists have advanced these abom- 
inable race theories. Meanwhile, it is only 
in the democracies that the rights of na- 
tional minorities and religious freedom have 
been maintained. 


In calling for thé defense of American 
democratic institutions, therefore, the recent 
pastoral letter clearly represents the inter- 
ests of freedom generally as well as that of 
the Church. This stand, welcomed by all 
Americans, must inevitably bring with it a 
disassociation of the Church from those who 
until now have supported or condoned fas- 
cism. A Church that takes up the struggle 
for democracy cannot tolerate for long the 


reactionary ravings of a Father Coughlin or , 


a Rev. Curran. the same day as the pas- 
toral letter was issued, several Catholics 
joined with others in a declaration of sup- 
port for the fascist General Franco and 
against the lifting of the embargo on Loyal- 
ist Spain, a democratic and predominantly 
Catholic country. The signature of the Rev. 
Edward Lodge Curran was attached to this 
document along with the names of an avowed 
fascist like the wealthy Seward Collins, and 
of the Big Business Tory, Merwin K. Hart,

It is to be hoped that the pastoral letter 
will mark the opening of a new era in which

M-G-M Does the ‘Life’ 
Of the Great Johann Strauss 


THE GREAT WALTZ, an 
Walter Reisch. Directed 
Miliza Korjus and Hugh 
By Howard Rushmore 


Any film based on the life 
of Johann Strauss, if one 
bears in mind the Hollywood 
tradition of such settings, can 
be expected to be a unpre- 
tentious vehicle for the waltzes the 
world loves. However, MGM's “The 
Great Waltz” abuses even this 
heritage by wasting a fine cast on 
a script so stupid and banal that 
the music of the “Blue Danube” 
and “Tales from the Vienna Woods” 
sounds a mournful taps over the 
grave of what might have been a 
beautiful production. 

There are moments when the fine 
singing of Miliza Korjus tempor- 
arily raises the film from its abys- 
mal depths; but even this is marred
